LoxDON, Haw. 18.— Her majcaty's ship 

Serpent was wrecked Monday night 
twenty milen north of Cajw Finisterre. 
Two huinlred and forty-sevi n men were 
drowned. < )nly three escaped. The 
Seqient went <in the nn'ks during a se- 
vere storm on the Spanish coa«t. A 
heaTymist preTailad at the time. It 
was impossiUe to obtain assistance from 
the shore, and the vessel remained in 
her helpless position until broken tf) 
jneces by the tremendous seas which 
swept over her. The crew were washed 
(ivrboard in groups by the remorseless 

waves, and drownad OT dAshad to daath 

ami<l the rocks. 

The news of the disioster was ( diivi'ved 
to Corrunna, a distance of sixty miles, 
over mountain ronds, and when a relief 
coT\m was organized and sent to tlie 
scene of the Wicck it was too late to l>e 
of any avail. The Sei pent s crew jiroj pr 
(oii-v-t'-d of ITO men. The re:!i:iiiiing 
victims were relief ( lew-- which Were 
being conveyed to other Hi itish meU-of- 
war on the Africati station. 

The 8eri>ent was m i rui*er of the third 
class, Slie was built at Davenport in 
l»tW, at a idst of ;j;ti(i,-.,iiiHi. 

The admiralty oHicials maintain 
silence, and decline to l>e intervieweii 
on the subject of the disaster, Thev 
possess no organization through which 
news of such occurrences would be 
tiaii'-inltted to them in ail\ aiice of pies'; 
reports, if the oflicers ot the ill-fated 
Vessel did not survive. Tiiongh the le- 
ports of almost total annihilation of the 
Serpent's complement were at first re- 
garded as too terriblo for Ix-lief. the iin- 
jiression luis now become general that 
the story is true. The news spread 
throughout Englaiid like wihlfiie. caus- 
ing lamentation in hundreds of homes. 

News of the Ulsnster Conflrnicd. 

M.vDRin, Nov. 18.— An ollicial t.le- 
grani from Coruniia states that her ma- 
j. 'Sty's s)ii|) ScriHTit was wrecked off 
CaiR' Bucy, near the village ot Camari- 
nas. Of the 276 men on board only 
three were saved. The bodies of only 
three of the victima haTa yet been 

Wiished ashore. 

Three sailors who succeeded in swiin- 
ining ashore from the wrecked British 
crnii-ei Serpent have arrived at Camari- 
nas. They express the belief that all 
the others on b oard were drowned. 

A Nice Man Is Lord Hamiltun. 

Lo.NDON, Nov. 12.— Lord George 
Hamilton, first Im d of the admiralty, on 
rising to speak at a Con.servative 
baiKpiet. at .Vctoii yesterday evening, 
said lie Wius soi rv to announce that just 
before he came tliere he received a tele- 
uranithat her majesty'sshipSerpeiit was 
lost on tlie ( o.xst of Spain, and he feared 
there had been great loss of lilc. The 
SelI.elit. lie said. Was one of oi.r lii-st 
cruist rs and was a Valuable vess •!, with 
excellent oflicers and crew. He could 
not tell the cause of the disaster. 

The annouiicemeiit caused aseiisation, 
and it wa.s evident that many of those 
present would have thought it jiKjper to 
nostpone the baiKiuet: but no !U-tion be- 
ing taken to tliat end. the entertainment 
proceedecl, and after the guests had 
eaten and diMiik heartily Lord (b-orge 
Haiiiiltou led off in the toa>>ts with an 
unusually .iolly speech, his rollicking 
humor provoking peal upon peal of a 
laughter. 

The news of this affair soon reachevl 
the London dubs and excited much ad- 
verse comment. It is con.siderecl certain 
that Lord Hamiltoji's conduct will cause 
as much scandal utcainst himself and the 
Tories as was arouscj against .VJr. (jlad- 
stone and his political ailheri'uts by the 
alleged piesence of the Liberal jiremier 
at a theater on tlie evening of the day 
when (toiiIou s death waa announced in 

the London pajiers. 

When the news of the disaster to her 
majesty's ship Serpent re.'uheil Ply- 
mouth, the Duke of Edinburgh, who is 
one i)f the ailmiraN of the navy, was at- 
tending a Pat ti concert. On iM-ing in- 
formed ot what had occurred, he hastily 
,left the hall and went to the new;*- 
I)ai>er ollices whi're despatches in regard 
to the snd event were Ix iiig receivecl. 
Htt was ileeiily moved, and expressed 
his heartfelt s(;ri-ow for the victims and 
their unf(jrtuimto families. He did not 
return to hear the remainder of the con- 
cert, but j>roci'e(le<l directly to his resi- 
dence. 'Ihe morning papers WJinmend 
his condui t in contrast to that of his 
superior olticer. Lord (jeorge Hamilton. 

The newspaper offices ut Plymouth 
Were l)esieged during the evening by 
crowds of relatives of the Serpent's 
Clew. The lamentations of the women 
and children were jdtiftil. It is said 
that mjuiv of t!ie Serpent's men has ex-

Nbw YoRKr Nov. 18.-~Dr. Nansen. 
who erowad Greenland a couple of years 
' aaa writing further details of 

a for reaching the North Pole, 
which he will start to cai^ry out .in the 
spring of itjoa. 

He i^ays lie exp>'Cts to W able to pa^8 
througli Behrinx strait in June. He an- 
ticijiates little difticulty in getting hi.-' 
small ves.sel Bf far west as the new Si- 
benan islands, He lM-lievet» that August 
or the begianiug of IS([»utember will be 
the moat - fq|lro|a)ile tuna fltr pushing 
north. , . ■ ' 

He intenfls to use a small captive bal- 
loon in which he can a-cend a few hun- 
dred feet ' for the purpose of studying 
the condition of things for a laige dis- 
tance around him. He hope« to get into 
loose ice and make the jouili^y rapidly, 
at least as far north as Bennett island. 
When he reaches the j>erinanent ice cap 
he will simjily look for the best place to 
enter it. and will then wait for the ice 
to can y him whil her it wiU. 

He thinks the chances are good that 
he ^vill be carried acr<;s9 the pole or very 
near it. and into tlic sea between Spitz- 
bergen mikI (irecnl-^id. It it is summer 
wlit ii lie arrives tlieie lie tliiiiks he will 
prol)al)ly K<'t into ojieii wattr near 
latitude Ho degrees north. If it is 
winter, however, he is likely to drift 
south along the east coast of Greenland 
and come out somewhere the following 
summer. 

If the ice tiinjs cnish his sliip Dr. Nan- 
sen thinks there is still an excellent 
chance that he will get througii all 
right. His party, in tliat event, will 
live on an ice Hoe instead of in the ( aliiii 
ou sliij) board. They will liave warm 
tents iiuide of a double tliickness of 
canvas or .similar stuff, well tilled with 
reindeer hair. 

Suc h tents will*l)e very warm and also 
very light. It is well known that several 
shin parties, including the liansa civw 
anci a part of the crew from the Aiii*-ii- 
can exploring vessel Polaris, diifted 
hundre(ls of miles on tlie ice and finally 
reached a nlace of safety. Dr. Nansen's 
book on his trip across Greenland is 
soon to ajiiwar. It will be in two 
volumes ,'ind will have a larga number 

of iilu-t rat ions. 

During the tri]) Dr. Nunsen took (jver 
1!00 photogiaiihs and for the first time 
the world will have an (^I'portuiiity of 
seeing just wliat the ice-clad interior of 
Greenhiiid looks like. He speaks En- 
glish fairly well, but would not trust 
him.self to write Ids book m I'.iiuiish. 
and it htui tlierefore been tiauaiuted 
from the Norwegian tongue.
